A small 


tank* can be made for attack that 
will carry two men and a machine 
gun with armor protection strong 
enough to resist the hail of machine 
gun bullets and shrapnel splinters. 
Such tanks, if standardized to one 
model, could be produced at the rate 
of one or two thousand a day. Once 
production was started ninety thou- 
sand tanks could be made in three 
months.

It may be wondered 


vvhy this same Hindenburg is now en- 
deavoring to recover territory which 


gave up as of no strategic value 


!t may even be suspected that he 
las no desire or intention to recover 
t. If the 
Germans intended their 


present attack merely as a feint to 
;over preparations for a more seri- 
ous attempt elsewhere they selected 
an unfortunate location. 
The selec- 


;ion does not indicate that genuine 
success might not be followed up, 
rat it does seem to prove that the 
termans have small hops of doing 
anvthing really serious. 
Near the middle of the fifty-mile 


stretch over which the Germans are 
attacking is the Cambrai salient es- 
:ablished by Byng's victory last fall. 
The subsequent counter attack of the 
Germans covered about half of the 
ost ground, but throughout the win- 
ter the British have retained posses- 
sion of the remaining bulge. Here, 
and only here, are the allies bevond 
the "Hindenburg: line," as establish- 
ed a year ago. It is possible that the 
fiftv-inile attack is preliminary to a 
concentration in the Cambrai region, 
where the Germans may attempt to 
win back their losses of last fall and 
re-establish the "Hindenburg line." 


In Flanders, in Champagne or in

must take out licenses or face a shut- 
down. 
What Is the power of the li- 


cense? It requires the operator to lay 
all cards on the table as to his busi- 
ness dealings. 
For the time of the 


war the elevator becomes a public util- 
ity and its proprietor must furnish in- 
formation, ns to his business at any 
time when required by the Grain Cor- 
poration. 
Kach weefe he must make 


and mail reports showing the amount 
of wheat, rye, or Uirir derivatives, pur- 
chased, stored, and shipped. 


Under present license terms, the li- 


censee can keep on hand for only 30 
days, unless he obtains a special per- 
mit, any stocks of these grains or 
their derivatives, lie is also forbid- 
den to contract for the sale of any 
product which can not be delivered 
•wilhin 30 days after the contract is 
made.

The table further illustrates the 


equalization of prices and indicates to 
what extent the miller is protected 
when buying wheat in any territory. 
Through "this plan discriminations 
against the producer, the miller, and 
the consumer are eliminated so far as 
it seems humanly possible under a 
plan of such tremendous proportions. 


HESE schedules arrang- 


ed 
for the various 


markets are veritable 
"price dams" to pre- 
vent the overflowing 
of 
the 
stream 
of 


wheat at any single 


market. 
They also tend to correct 


many abuses prevalent in the past, 
such as cutthroat methods adopted by 
mills to secure supplies and indiscrimi- 
nate moving of wheat to terminals. 


For all practical purposes the wheat 


business of the country is apportioned, 
and whenever possible mills are sup- 
plied from wheat In the territory near- 
est them. This policy has for an ob- 
ject the saving of waste in transpor- 
tation. 
In another way saving Is 


made: Formerly large quantities of 
undergrade wheats have been difficult 
to dispose of on account of uncoordi- 
nated purchase of the competing mills; 
bat under Uncle Sara's domination 
encb bushel of wheat must now po 
somewhere and the poorer wheat will 
move just as freely as the more de- 
sirable grades. 


Limiting Millers' Profits. 


The Illinois miller who received the 


carlot containing our bushel of wheat 
nulled It promptly and shipped Its flour 
lo a port for exjwrtaiion. The miller 
was permUJed by the Food Adminis- 
tration to make a fair profit, nol ex- 
ceeding a maximum of 25 censs per 
barrel on the flour and a maximum 
profit of 50 ccnls per Jon on Ihe feed- 
stuffs left over.

THE NEXT DRAFT 


1 here has been a great deal of spec- 
uiatlon in the press concerning what 
lias been termed "The date of tlie next 
draft. 
Almost every week, announce- 
ments have been made and these an- 
nouncements, being mere guesses, have 
resulted In an unrest and uncertainty 
that has been unfortunate. 


As a matter of fact the state of pre- 
paredness of the Army to assimilate 
recruits varies from day to day and 
from week to week, and the most sci- 
entific manner of recruiting the forces 
will be to withdraw them from civil 
life as fast as they can bo assimilated 
by the Army and no faster. According 
to this plan, men will be .inducted into 
the service in very small groups, appor- 
tioned among the various States from 
week to week or from month to month 
as they are neded. fn order to distrib- 
ute the burden equally over the various 
States, however, it is necessary to make 
arithmetical computations of the share 
of each State and it is not practicable 
to make these computations for such 
small numbers. For mere bookkeeping 
facility, therefore, it is necessary to as- 
sume a total of considerable size and 
to apportion 
it 
among 
the 
several 
States as their immediate burden. This 
total: Is called a. national quota and the 
various shares are called state quotas. 
The announcement of .the quota does 
not mean that any such great number 
of men will be called to military ser- 
vice at once and, indeed, has no neces- 
sary relation to the date of call for the

In looking for trouble, no man 


really needs a 


forecast of the number of men that will 
be called -for immediate military ser- 
vice in advance of the development of 
the whole complex problem of supply 
and transportation. It is also unwise 
to make public announcements of spe- 
cific figures which might serve the 
jnemy as a precise basis for determin- 
ing the plans for military participation 
of, the Nation in this-war. It is neces- 
sary, however, to compose the present 
unrest and uncertainty by some public 
announcement and for this reason the 
following is authoritatively stated. 
The next national quota will be an- 
nounced and apportioned 
;among 
the 
several states as soon as pending legis- 
lation, authorizing a change in the basis 
of computation is enacted by Congress. 
This legislation has been passed by the 
Senate and favorably reported by the 
House Military Committee. The num- 
ber that will be assumed as a basis' for 
computation will be 800,000, which is 
well within the authorization of clause 
4 of-section 1 of the Selective Service 
Act of a second 
-increment of 
500,000 
men, increase by the recriii training 
units authorized by clause 5 ot said 
section 1, and by the special and tech- 
nical troops, authorized by section 2 of 
said Act. 'It cannot now -be announced 
what the total number to be called to 
the colors each month will be, 'but it 
may be stated that no.more men will 
be called than can be properly accom- 
modated and promptly assimilated. 
There are 
difficulties 
confronting 
the Nation in the supply of labor ap- 
purtenant to agriculture. Class-I. from 
which new. levies are to be withdrawn, 
will contain many more men than are 
at present required for the Army. 
It 
would 
be a most 
unscientific and 
fatuous step if the men in Class I were 
called indiscriminately without regard 
to the labor situation in agriculture. 
Therefore, the local boards will be di- 
rected to fill their quotas in the order 
of liability of men in Class 1 as deter- 
mined by the national drawing, except 
that, .where it is shown that a regis- 
trant is completely 
and 
assiduously 
engaged in the planting, cultivation or 
reaping of a crop, his call to the colors 
shall be deferred to the 
foot of the 
quota of his board as long as he con- 
tinues to be so engaged. Whenever any 
registrant, whose call to the-colors has 
been deferred by reason of his engage- 
ment in agriculture, is shown to have 
been idle on the farm on which he is 
engaged, or to have trifled with the 
deferment: that has been accorded him, 
the'boards will forthwith- induct-. Mm 
into military serv1t!eiifi-Hs''or5ler'!nuhi- 
ber has'been reached 3rf. the meantime. 
The effect of this expedint is to grant 
furloughs from sryice prior to .actual 
• 
call to the colors to the man so greatly 
needed'.in the production of this year's! 
crop. 
j 
This is not, however, the only ex- j 
pedlent that is to be adopted to con- I 
serve the supply of labor appurtenant 
to agriculture and to mobilize all means 
for increasing the harvest for the ag- 
ricultural season of 1918. There is now 
pending before congress a bill author- 
izing the Secretary of War to grant 
furloughs, with or without pay, to men 
in the Army to enable them to engage 
in industrial and agricultural pursuits. 
The'purpose of this bill is to relieve 
serious situations 
in 
particular in- 
stances in which men who are the main 
stay of farms have been inducted in- 
to service either through voluntary en- 
listment or selection and whose ser- 
vices during the present emergency in 
agriculture are 
needed. These fur- 
loughs will be granted after considera- 
tion of the circumstances of the indi- 
vidual case in /which they arise and 
when the military situation is such 
that they can be granted without too 
great disruption and disorganization of 
Army or of any particular organi- 
. 
of the Army. 
As to further means to protect agri- 
culture a new regulation has been pro- 
mulgated 
authorizing 
agricultural 
students in their senior year in land 
grant colleges to enlist in the Enlisted 
Reserve Corps of the Quartermaster's 
Department provided their class stand- 
ing is such as to place them in the up- 
per third of their class. By th~is means it 
will be possible to defer the draft call 
of such young men in order to enable 
them to perfect themselves as agricull 
turalists and thereafter to protect them 
in such services as it may seem that 
they should perform in the best inter- 
ests of the Nation. 
The whole industrial and agricultural 
situation is being subjected 
to 
very 
comprehensive study in order to dis- 
cover any means that may be taken to 
protect and augment the lab'^r supply 
appurtenant to industry and 
agricul- 
ture without precluding 
the 
prompt 
and orderly progress of our military! 
plans. 
It is confidently believed that 
great progress can be made along this 
line and that more effective measures 
than any yet devised can he put into 
operation to attain the desired end. 
It must be emphasized that this i? a 
war of mechanics. 
Tl-.e need of the 
several armed forces for men 
highly 
skilled, in 
technical and 
mechanical 
pursuits is greater than in any former 
war. 
Yet this 
need 
for 
specially 
sk:!led men finds the Nation under a 
necessity for increasing its r>r-»dsiction 
in almost every line of "industry. With- 
drawals of men from industry must be 
made and these withdrawals must take 
men who mijfht otherwise 3»e deferred 
on account of thir special qualifications 
and skill. 
The necessary njiro>ers «f 
such skilled men will lie obtained in 
one of three ways.

means to build it up again. While 
retiring across w hat wa« almost des- 
ert land the British intltcted enorm- 
ous losses on the enemy, w ho threw 
away thousand-* of li* es in an effort 
to o'vercome the resistance thej en- 
countered. 
When the retiring British reached 


the Somme and tiie canal, they turn- 
ed about and gave battle, meeting re- 
peated and long sustained endeavors 
of both infantry and cavalry.

If a piece of glass is placed over 


the box it will keep in the moisture 
arid warmth and thus hasten germin- 
ation and cause rapid growth of the 
plants. Enough water must be given 
as required to keep the plants grow- 
ing thriftily. 


Set the box in any warm place 


until the seeds begin to sprout, then 
place it in the sunshine by a window.

A store box 


of convenient size may be sawed 
lengthwise of sides and across the 
ends three or four inches above the 
bottom and thus make a good win- 
dow box. 


Pilling Box With 
Soil and 


Planting Seeds. 


When the box is completed, cover 


the bottom about an inch deep with 
gravel or fine cinders and fill nearly 
full with rich soil full of decayed 
vegetable matter or of manure like 
that used in potting house plants or 
greenhouse plant?. 
Most gardeners 


have a compost pile which will fur- 
nish the kind of soil needed. 
The 


rich soil beneath the family wood- 
pile or around decaying logs is 
splendid for this purpose. 


Press the soil down firmly in the 


box with a small piece 'of board, then 
with a thin strip, such as a cheap 
ruler 
make 
rows crossways two 


inches apart by pressing the edge 
down one-quarter to one-half inch. 
Distribute eight or 10 seeds per inch 


thinned out. they may be set two 
inches apart -each way, in other 
boxes prepared "as mentioned for the 
seed box. 'W£en the -weather be- 
comes mild, th%'box,.of--plants should 
be set out of 36ors part of the time 
during the day1 so" that-the plants 
will "harden off" in-preparation for 
transplanting to the gard'en later. A 
good watering-should be given just 
before the plants are taken out of 
the box for transplanting so that 
a large ball or earth wHl stick to 
the roots of each one. •

"The situation at this time," he 


said, "is graver, perhaps, than at any 
time In our historv. We need every 
resource—to tell them we are com-

Senator Lodge characterized 
the 


situation now'confronting this coun- 
try as "terrible" and urged that the 
American people be told the truth. 


"The fate or this war is trembling 


in the balance," Senator Lodge de- 
cleared. "Our gallant allies are hold- 
ing back the Germans with sacrifices 
and courage that goes past eulogy. 
In this dark hour it is a crime to 
keep from the people the facts that 
Germany herself knows " 


"It has been known for weeks," 
Senator Lodge declared, "that 
we 


have no fighting planes in France. 
"We haven't

fighting plane 
there," he continued. "Our front is 
undefended in the air. French and 
British have use for every plane they 
can bring up and our men are not 
defended. We've no guns in France 
except a few old coast guns. That's 
.the hard fact. 


"We have turned out only two

With the coining of 
spring weather it was predicted that 
the epidemic of influenza will be ap- 
preciably reduced, while it is believed 
that measles, scarlet fever, mumps 
and pneumonia are well in hand. 


The effect of the severe weather 


on the general health of the selects is 
plainly evident in the non-effective 
rate, medical officials declare. The 
rate rose steadily from the first of 
the year through January and Feb- 
ruary while the weather was most se- 
vere. while the heavy rate for the 
month of March is attributed,to the 
after effects of the severe weather. 


Officials expressed themselves as 


being particularly pleased with the 
decline in the number of venereal dis- 
eases among the men. The high water 
mark of venereal cases among the 
men was recorded when there were 
1368 cases. 
Today only 216 cases 


were reported in the entire camp, 
only 50 of whom were unable to be 
on duty. Since the opening of the 
camp only 147 new cases have de- 
veloped among the men, all of the 
other cases being brought to camp 
by the selects, medical officers de- 
clared. 
The venereal non-effective 
rate has steadily decreased from 5 . 5 
per 1000 men on January 4 to 1.8 
at the present time. 


For the past few weeks the 330th 


infantry, composed of Cincinnati and 
southwestern Ohio selects has per- 
sistently shown the highest non-ef- 
fective rate for the cantonment. 
In 
the week ending March 15, the latest 
report available, the regiment had 
105.2 of every 1000 men unfit for 
duty. Other high organizations with 
rates above that of the entire camp 
were the 403rd telegraph battalion 
with 87; the 329th infantry with 
96.1; the 322nd field artillery with 
77.2; the 317th engineers with 76.8 
and the 319th field signal battalion 
with 70.1 men out of every 1000 
unfit for duty. The three machine 
gun battalions had the best record 
in the entire camp, while of the larg- 
er organizations the 158th depot bri- 
gade and the 332nd infantry 
made 
the best showing. 


Twelve barracks, four from each 


of the infantry regiments were today 
vacated by those organizations and 
turned over to officers of the 158th 
depot brigade to be put in readiness 
for the coming of the selective serv- 
ice men on Friday. The barracks 
will accommodate 3200 men all told, 
while the depot brigade can take care 
of as many more.
